HE trout fishing season is here again 
and though sti'eams and rivers are 
swollen, 
there will be many fishermen 
trying their early season luck the next few 
weeks. 
The veteran sportsmen know the im­ 
portance of caution with fire, 
cigarette 
stubs, matches, etc., when in wooded areas 
but many new fishermen or new arrivals 
from other areas m a y be unaw are of the 
danger. 
This is a critical season of the year in 
forest areas. The 
dried 
leaves, 
fallen 
branches and dead grasses await only a 


It's Time To End 
Big Four Parley 
N 
EARLY 40 times the representatives of 
the four m ajor powers have met in 
Paris to seek agreement on what their re­ 
spective foreign ministers 
should 
talk 
about if they should ever 
get 
together. 
Their progress would have to be measured 
w ith an electron misroscope. 
It 
has 
been the earnest conviction of 
U. S. officials for some time that the Rus­ 
sians do not w ant an agreement. Yet they 
have felt it wise to play out the string, to 
let the Russians go on talking as long as 
they wished. 
But recent reports suggest that the time 
m ay be at hand to end this fruitless per­ 
formance. The conferees have gone stale. 
They are no longer making new proposals 
but simply repeating the old. They seem j 
intent now on merely placing blame for 
the failure to reach an accord. 
If it is ti ue that the Soviet Union does 
not wish an agreement, why then did they 
w ant the preliminary conference at all? 
The most obvious answer—for 
propa­ 
ganda purposes— hardly 
alands 
up 
this 
time. 
Of 
all 
the postwar meetings held 
among the major powers, this has gained 
the least publicity. Even if it had not been 
overshadowed by such events as the Mac­ 
A rthur crisis, 
U. S. crime investigations, 
and the like, it would have been relegated 
to inside news pages. 
Analysis 
of 
Soviet statements at the 
agenda conference and elsewhere in Eu­ 
rope indicates strongly that the real ob­ 
jective is to delay or preven ut Western 
G erm any’s rearmament. 
There seems good reason to believe that 
the Russians regard the rearm am ent issue 
as crucial. Andrei Gromyko. Soviet dele­ 
gate to Paris, has harped on it continually. 
Not long ago one of Russia's East German 
stooge Communists declared that the Reds 
would not countenance rearm ament. 
It 
wa? a broad hint that rearmament might 
mean war. 
Months before, 
the Russians 
themselves had said they would not “tol­ 
erate” German rearming. 
The Reds are, of course, trying to fright­ 
en the Germans. But there may well be 
other angles. For all their present military 
monopoly east of the Elbe in Germany, the 
Russians probably cannot rid themselves j 
of fears of a remilitarized Reich. Memor­ 
ies of the destructive Nazi 
invasion 
of 
World War II are still too fresh. 
And a successful Western German re­ 
armament would be a final, 
convincing 
proof to Moscow that the West means to 
m ake the free world 
a 
fortress 
against 
communism. Since Germany obviously is 
first in Russia’s path to the west, a stiffly 
defended Germany would cancel out any 
Soviet hopes of easy conquest. 
The Kremlin cannot be blamed for try­ 
ing to prevent rearmament, whether it be 
genuinely afraid of an armed Reich 
or 
simply anxious to keep its route to the 
west free of heavy obstacles. 
But there’s no good reason why we and 
other western nations should help Russia 
by prolonging a conference that only spells 
delay and indecision. This Paris gathering 
is enervating to the firm resolve of the 
West to build a real European bulw ark 
against the Soviet Union. Its failure should 
be formalized by the final gavel—soon.

The necessity for caution in the woods 
continues throughout the summer season 
and. of course, the greatest of caution is 
required during periods of high hazard, 
such as the spring and fall and after pe­ 
riods of drought. 
A forest fire loss hurts the sportsmen 
because it destroys game cover. Everybody 
loses when timber burns. 


Legislature Retains 
Deer Herd Control 
T 
HE 
conservation 
committee 
of 
the 
Michigan 
house 
of 
representatives 
last week rejected by a 12-3 vote a pro­ 
posal to give the state conservation com­ 
mission discretionary power over the deer 
held. The commission had asked that it be 
permitted to set w hatever seasons and bag 
limits it thought necessary to increase the 
take of deer in overpopulated areas. 
The legislative refusal to relinquish its 
control over the deer herd is unrealistic. 
Last winter at least 50,000 deer and per­ 
haps 75,000 died of starvation in Michigan. 
It was an unusually severe winter, 
it is 
true, and transfer of authority over the 
deer hunting regulations to the commis­ 
sion would not have completely solved this 
problem. It would have 
mitigated 
the 
problem, however, because the conserva­ 
tion department is more familiar with the 
deer situation and particularly with areas 
of overpopulation than the state legisfa- 
tui e. 
The 
conservation 
commission is in a 
position to obtain knowledge of deer herds 
in various areas of the state, the amount 
of feed available, etc. The conditions, vary 
throughout the state. The legislature can 
not meet this problem effectively and in 
time to provide proper regulation and con­ 
trol of the deer herd. 
The commission should at least be given 
an opportunity to show whether it can 
provide more effective control than is now 
possible. 
The legislature can always re­ 
claim authority over the deer situation if 
it is unsatisfied with the methods of con­ 
trol adopted by the commission.

NEW USE FOR THE SHERMAN ACT 


(Green Bay Press Gazette) 


Tile Oregon State Medical Society, to­ 
gether with affiliated county societies in 
that state, created the Oregon Physicians’ 
Service to provide medical 
and 
surgical 
care on a prepaid contract plan at the low­ 
est possible figure. 
The so-called Department of Justice at 
Washington began an action against the 
Oregon Physicians’ service to stop it in its 
tracks upon the ground that it violated the 
Sherman act or our anti-trust laws. The 
federal court at Portland dismissed the 
case as wholly without merit after a trial 
which ran through many months last year. 
The justice departm ent has asked the 
supreme court of the United States to re­ 
view the decision of the 
Portland 
court. 
The justice department recognizes in these 
plans to provide medical, surgical and hos­ 
pital c ire at a rock-bottom figure a stum­ 
bling block to socialism’s great effort in 
this nation known as Nationalized Medi­ 
cine. The politicians in charge of the De­ 
partment of Justice evidently believe that 
they must outlaw all the carefully built 
and practical plans of free enterprise in 
order to make way for their own hothouse 
concoction. They therefore charge, in ef­ 
fect, that the medical plans are so satis­ 
factory and successful that they are be­ 
coming monopolies. They would prefer to 
lutist them by providing another monopoly, 
one run by the gentlemen forced out of the 
RFG or elsewhere in the government in 
place of the doctors themselves. 


M e rry-Go- Round 
By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—Republican leaders in 
the Senate have not been too happy about 
General M acA rthur’s talks with Herbert 
Hoover. It began when they were not able 
to get MacArthur on the telephone in T ok­ 
yo. and later learned that the general had 
several phone conversations with Hoover. 
Lsier, in Washington, their approaches to 
MacArthur about politics were politely ig­ 
nored. 
The suspicion has prevailed, therefore, 
that MacArthur and the ex-president have 
been discussing politics at 
the 
Waldorf 
tower in New York. 
Such, however, has not been the case. 
Hoover 
did 
approach MacArthur as to 
whether he was interested in politics, but 
got an unqualified negative. 
Hoover then gave MacArthur his own 
ideas about the Republican candidate for 
the presidency in 1952 and went all out for 
Governor Earl Warren 
of 
California. 
Hoover unhesitatingly described W arren 
as the best qualified man on the 
entire 
GOF political horizon. Not given much to 
enthusiasm, 
Hoover almost waxed en ­ 
thusiastic about Governor Warren. 
Note—Warren, who ran for vice presi­ 
dent on the Dewey ticket in 1948. has been 
almost as popular with Democrats as with 
Republicans in California. He has also had 
considerable California labor support and, 
unlike Taft, would probably get some la­ 
bor backing in a national election. 
MacARTHUR AND RIDGWAY 
Though General MacArthur is now quot­ 
ing three-star Lt. Gen. Matt Ridgway to 
back up his case, 
the inside fact is that 
MacArthur quietly tried to knife 
Ridg- 
wa.v's promotion to be a full four-star gen­ 
eral. 
* 
As a lesull of MacArthur's subtle op­ 
position, the new supreme commander is 
no higher in military rank than six of his 
subordinate admirals and generals in the 
Far East. However, the joint chiefs of staff 
are now rushing a fourth star and the rank 
of full genera] for Ridgway. 
Several weeks ago, the joint chiefs rec­ 
ommended Ridgway for promotion from 
lieutenant general to full general, and, as 
a matter of routine, cabled MacArthur for 
his approval. But instead of adding an en­ 
dorsement, MacArthur simply ignored the 
Ridgway cable. 
Two weeks later, the joint chiefs cabled 
MacArthur again, reminding him that he 
was holding up 
Ridgeway’s 
promotion. 
However, MacArthur let the matter stew 
another two weeks. Then, instead of agree­ 
ing on an unqualified promotion, 
Mac­ 
Arthur recommended that Lt. Gen. George 
Stratemeyer, air force commander, 
and 
Vice Adm. Turner Joy, naval commander, 
also be promoted to the same rank, along 
with Ridgway. 
This temporarily prevented anyone from 
being promoted, because the joint chiefs 
were not ready to award fourth stars to 
Stratemeyer and Joy. It also kept Ridg- 
way, whose success in Korea has aroused 
jealousy in the MacArthur camp, from be­ 
coming—at that time—the second ranking 
commander in the Far East. 
Note—Besides 
Stratemeyer 
and 
Joy, 
here are the other officers in the Far East 
who now have the same rank as Suprem e 
Commander Ridgway—Lieutenant G ener­ 
als James Van Fleet, Frank Mflburn, John 
Coulter, Edward Almond and Vice Adm.

Now a female graduate is an “alumna," 
pronounced: uh-LUM -nub. 
The plural ot alumna is "alumnae,” pro­ 
nounced: uh-LU M-nee. 
To 
fix 
these forms correctly in your 
mind, read the following sentences aloud 
several times. 
lh* is an alumnus of Blank College. 
She is an alumna of Vassar. 
Jane and Mary are alumnae of Vassar. 
Now note that there is no Latin word 
that means literally “both male and female 
graduates." In this case, it is customary, 
in American coeducational colleges to u s e 
the masculine plural, alumni, as:

Controls On M eat 
Ticklish Problem

NEW YORK— l/P) —High food 
prices are the chief peeve of the 
housewife. Parity farm prices are 
the chief pride of the farmers, who 
regard the parity price system as 
untouchable. The two forces seem 
headed for a clash at the congres­ 
sional level today. 
The 
administration 
wants 
a 
brake on rising parity price levels, 
aimed at bringing food prices un 
der 
some 
sort of a ceiling, al­ 
though a high one. The demand 
comes just as the nation’s meat 
situation inns into double trouble: 
I. Meat shortages looming because, 
the meat industry says, price con­ 
trols at the distributing level have 
channelled meat into the black 
market: and 2. Farm opposition to 
beef price ceilings which the Of­ 
fice of Price Stabilization has been 
promising the housewife momen­ 
tarily for many days. 
Packers Complain 
Meat price controls have always 
been ticklish 
for administrators, 
during the last war controls all 
but broke down entirely because 
the wide-spread black market ap­ 
parently was condoned by most 
consumers. The 
meat 
industry 
thinks controls are breaking down 
this time almost before they start. 
Big packers claim they can’t pay 
present high prices for livestock 
as long as their precessed meats 
must sell at the old prices in the 
butcher shop. The cattle is pre­ 
sumably going to black market 
sources, or being held back at the 
farm. 
Price controls on meat—if and 
when OPS finally announces them 
—will run 
into 
still 
further 
trouble in the weeks ahead. Tile 
slack period for sending cattle to 
market is coming up, and meat 
supplies may be short.

(Ions are the electrical particles 
created in air when 
a 
neutral 
atom gains 
or 
loses 
electrons. 
When electrons are lost, the par­ 
ticle is positively electrified; when 
electrons are gained, the particle 
becomes a negative ion. 
Air can 
be ionized in either way by arti­ 
ficial means.) 
Malignancy Retarded 
The scientists said their studies 
indicated 
that 
cancerous tissue 
has a 
different . electric 
charge 
from that of the surrounding nor­ 
mal tissue. 
And 
they 
declared 
that 
apparently 
these 
electric 
changes make the m em brane of 
the cancer cell 
more 
permeable 
than a normal cell so that “feed 
stuffs enter the fast-growing dis­ 
eased cells faster than in normal 
cells.” 
Their concept is that exposure 
of a cancer suffered to especially 
electrified air might offset the ab­ 
normal electrical conditions w ith­ 
in cancer cells and thus retard the 
growth of the 
malignancy 
and 
perhaps even halt it at some point. 
Their studies indicate, they said 
that 
certain 
electrical 
changes 
take place in the bodies of ani­ 
mals preceding the formation of 
cancerous tumors. 
There is sug­ 
gestive evidence that a “ predis­ 
position to cancer in animals or

however, as to how such a “pre­ 
disposition” could be recognized. 
In the animal studies they des­ 
cribed, normal rats were first ex­ 
posed to air highly ionized in a 
negative way.

Is Defended 
Complexities of America’s new 
role in world affairs 
were 
ex­ 
plained and the 
State 
Depart­ 
ment’s foreign policy and Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Acheson's part 
in shaping that policy were vig­ 
orously defended by Prof. James 
K. Pollock of the University of 
Michigan political science depart­ 
ment in an address to the Rotary 
club here today. 
Professor 
Pollock, 
author 
of 
•everal standard texts on govern­ 
ment, a government consultant in 
Germany recently and a member 
of the Hoover Commission, spoke 
on the 
“Conduct 
of 
American 
Foreign Affairs.’’ He also will ad­ 
dress a public audience 
at 
the 
junior high school tonight. 
“Our economy and government 
have expanded considerably,” he 
declared. “Big government is with 
us and we have not yet adjusted 
ourselves to its complexities. 
4 
We have emerged from World 
Wars I and II with an altogether 
different role in world affairs, a 
fact that is not always fully real­ 
ized. 
“Move Forward” 
However, in spite of such con­ 
fusing side issues as personality 
clashes, mink coats, 
and 
Com­ 
munism in the American debate of 
the great isues, “we have contin­ 
ued to move forward,” he asserted, 
“and our troops are holding their 
own in Korea.” 
Explaining involved legislative 
and executive department roles in 
America’s 
comparatively 
new 
position as a world leader, he said 
the “duality of authority is con­ 
siderably sharpened by our new 
role in world affairs.” 
It is ex­ 
tremely difficult, it was pointed 
out, to procure cooperation and 
get action within the limits of our 
constitutional process. 
Emphasizing the problem of ne­ 
gotiations to 
get 
m ter-depart- 
mental agreement on major ques­ 
tions, he said, that of 54 major de­ 
partments in the executive branch 
36 are involved in foreign affairs 
and 30 committees are engaged in 
working 
out 
economic, 
social, 
military and other problems. 
In “Excellent Hands” 
Referring to curi*ent suspicions 
toward the State Department, Pol­ 
lock said there was need for some 
secrecy because of broken confi­ 
dences. 
“There 
is 
nothing 
uniquely 
wrong with 
the 
State 
Depart 
ment,” he declared. “All depart­ 
ments in Washington are ineffi­ 
ciently organized 
for 
our 
new 
role.” 
He defended personnel of the 
State Department, citing Acheson 
individually, as able and compe­ 
tent men. “It’s your team and 
should be encouraged instead of 
kicked,” he continued. 
“Our foreign affairs are in ex­ 
cellent hands,” Pollock asserted, 
claiming that the removal of Ach­ 
eson as Secretary of State would 
be a mAtake. 
Paying a tribute to 
the 
late 
Senator A rthur Vandenberg as a 
statesman and bipartisan foreign 
policy leader, he said we need 
more fnen like him in order to 
meet present international prob­ 
lems. 
He pointed to the National Se­ 
curity Council as 
an 
important 
step forward and said 
for 
the 
first time in our history we have 
coordinated political and military 
planning 
incorporated 
in 
that 
body.

Of Newspaper 


Mathison Speaks To 
Historical Society 


T h e history of the 
Delta 
R e­ 
porter w hich today begins its 66th 
y ear of publication in Delta coun­ 
ty 
w as 
presented 
by 
George 
M athison, its editor, 
before 
the 
D elta County Historical society in 
m eeting at the G ladstone Public 
and 
School 
Library 
Thursday 
evening. 
On Friday, April 30, 1836, 
the 
Delta was lounded at 
Escanaba 
Dy C harles E. Mason and H arry E. 
Bushnell. The following year the 
p ap er announced M innew asca as 
the n am e of the new town which 
p. few m onths later was renam ed 
Gtadstone. T hat year, two editions 
of th e paper w ere published, one 
for Gladstone. 
Not 
long 
alter 
cam e rem oval 
of 
the plant 
to 
G ladstone w here it was located in 
a building on Delta avenue west 
of the old postoffice. W hen B ush­ 
nell severed his connection 
with 
the p ap er is not know n, 
but 
in 
1905 he joined 
the staff of 
the 
M enom inee H erald-L cader. 
The new spaper plant was m ov­ 
ed to th e Scott building at N inth 
and D elta in the early ’90s but the 
fire of 1900 destroyed the 
build­ 
ing, its contents and files. 
Until a new building, the p re ­ 
sent structure, could 
be 
built, 
M ason published in Escanaba. 
Mr. Mason continued to publish 
toe Delta until his death on Dee. 
22, 1917 and his son C arl carried 
on for a m onth w hen he sold out 
to W. R. Jaeg er 
who 
had 
been 
publishing the Delta County Re­ 
porter since 1909. 
Jaeg er m erged the two papers 
as the Delta County R eporter and 
the G ladstone Delta until October i 
21, 1920 w hen Holly F. Ulsch and 
F ran k K iaus, both 
ol 
Escanaba 
bought it. They 
rem ained 
until 
1921 
w hen 
G ladstone 
business 
leaders form ed a trusteeship and 
engaged editors to handle the pa- 


p e r . 
It w as purchased by the 
late 
Jo h n P. Norton ol Escanaba on 
May I, 1922 and sold less 
than 
six m onths later to 
a group 
ol 
local businessm en who engaged J- 
A. Sturgeon as editor and 
m a n ­ 
ager in J a n u a ry 
1923 
and 
the 
sam e fall he becam e the publish­ 
er. Published for a tim e as a sem i­ 
w eekly, Mr. Sturgeon changed it 
to a weekly. 
Mr. Sturgeon continued as p ub­ 
lisher until May IO. 1947 w hen he 
sold th e paper to R. A. W atson of 
D etroit the present publisher.

Not Timber Stealers 


Editor’s note: Tills Is the fifth 
in a series of articles on early 
logging days in the M anistique 
area.) 


Horse And Rider

Mrs. Robert Giller: has a hobby 
for collecting odd chunks of drift 
wood, and came to me w ith a p e­ 
culiar 
piece

a big white pine log which was 
stolen trom the Chicago L u m b e r­ 
ing Com pany about 53 years ago. 
If you’ll find the rest ot it, I ’ll buy 
you a nice new dress.’ 
‘Don’t 
try 
to be funny,’’ she 
said. 
"Pm not being funny. It s very 
simple. That laded ‘hieroglyphic’ 
is the C. L. Co.'s log m ark, and 
anyone can see th at this is p art of 
a 
slice 
about I Vfc inches thick 
which was cut oil the end of a 
log. 
The 
only 
reason 
anyone 
would have for sawing the end 
off a big log in those days would 
be to get rid of the log m ark and 
substitute his own. 
It happened 
over 50 years ago because there 
w ere no other opciators in big 
pine in C. L. territory alte r J900. 
A tter 
1900 
the 
C. 
L. Co. was 
bringing in 
most ol its logs by 
rail from above Steuben and, from 
its appearance, this piece of log 
has been knocking around in the 
w ater for at least 5u years, so the 
tree 
probably 
grew som ew here 
along the M anistique River. This 
is part of the outside of the log, 
and the center is missing, but by 
extending 
these 
cracks 
which 
converge .towards the center, w'c 
find that they would intersect just 
19 inches from the circum ference; 
therefore the log was 38 inches in 
diam eter at the small end, as logs 
are 
always 
scaled at the small 
end. Trees have w h at are called 
m edullary 
rays’ 
which 
radiate 
Irom 
the 
center to the outside, 
and cracks or checks in the ends 
of logs usually follow these rays. 
A 16 foot log 38 inches in diam e­ 
ter would scale 1,156 lect of clear 
w hite pine lumber, worth on to­ 
d ay ’s m arket over $300.OO which 
would buy you a very nice dress 
indeed." 
300 Years Old 
This tree would bo around 140 
feet 
tall, 
and, by counting the 
rings and estim ating the n u m b er 
of rings in the missing ce n ter— 
bearing in mind that the center 
rings would be at least four tim es 
as wide as those next to the bark 
— I think you will find that the 
tree 
was 
over 
300 years old.” 
(Note—actual 
count 
afterw ard 
v e n d e d that the tree was about 
280 years old.) 
This could have happened a n ­ 
other way. A crooked jobber p u t­ 
ting in company tim ber on con­ 
tract could have cut the end oil 
alter 
the 
com pany a scaler had 
m easured it, so that. on his next 
trip the scaler would scale and 
m ark it again, thus giving the jo b ­ 
ber credit twice for the sam e log 
T here was some tim ber and log 
stealing in the 80’s and 90’s but it 
was rare, and it was am ong the 
sm aller

more irresponsible 
ow ners and jobbers. 
The impression 
has been fos­ 
tered by sensational w riters that 
the

time lum berm en w ere 
“ robber barons", and “exploiters 
who grabbed tim ber land and logs 
w henever

could from the governm ent, state, 
or any other ow ner.— that 
their 
only thought was to cut out and 
get 
out, and "to hell with the 
country’’

public 
be 
d am m ed’, but it is simply not true.

It took them five days to m ake 
the trip, two days going, one day 
in Munising, and two days re tu rn ­ 
ing, sleeping out bo.h nights u n ­ 
der 
balsam 
trees, the lim bs of 
which they would bend down to 
m ake sort of a tent 
On the retu rn 
trip they w ere joined by Jo h n M. 
Longyear of M arquette, then on 
his w ay to the Fox River section. 
He told about brushing out Cedar 
S treet 
for 
the 
surveyors, and 
about 
a 
Jim W ard trapping a 
wolf on the site w hore the P re s­ 
byterian church now stands. 
At 
another tim e w hen he was ru n ­ 
ning some lines n ear Indian Lake 
he stopped for a drink at a spring, 
and when he tu rn ed around an 
Indian stood th ere who said 
Lgh. 
w hite m an come back seven su m ­ 
m ers”. The Indians had a legend 
that 
anyone 
drinking from this 
spring (near the present A rro w ­ 
head Inn), would come back in 
seven years, and naturally m ost 
of them do, w hich proves the leg­ 
end to be true.

Bess Abhors Politics 
F a r from enjoying it, as both 
presidents and their wives have in 
m any instances in the past.
